parts of a Contradstiion, but One of them muf? nece (1 4- 
rily be True 

A. I: isno wonder, if'many Puziing Difficulties 
may be Srarred concerning any Object of Infiriry, 
fince Infinity moh ‘be acknowledg’d ‘0 be Dilproe 
portionaie to a Fintre Uncerftanding. But icft this 
fron d be rerorted upon the Arguments madeufe of 
in Proot of the Infinite Divifibilicy of Mazter, it is 
oblervable.rhar fuch Arguments depend Hpon trurhs 
Cleat and Bvidenr, and AbftraGted fromthe Nou- 
on of Infinity, And then from the Conceffion of 
thofe Clear and Evident Truths the Infinite Divifiz 
bi'iry of Matter Neceilarily follows. Whereas the 
Arguments on the other fide are fo Blended with 
the Nature of Infinity, that ic may be fairly al- 
low’d, that in this Conrroverfy (where they are 
Confronred with {uch Clear and Eviden: Reafons) 
they prove no more, than what cannot be denied, 
nan ey, thac we areable to frame but very Scant 
and Cov fusd Ideas of Infinity. And for the [luftra. 
rion of chis we thall fhew, thar rhe firit Difficu! 
ured by the Querift againft the Infinite Divifibility 
of Matrer, namely, rhat from hence it follows.tharc 
a Leffer body has as many parts as a Gceater, may 
be allo urg'd againtt rhe contrary Pofition, namely, 
that of Indivinble Points, For if the Circumte- 
rence of the Larger Ofgem tvzo Concentric Circles be 
divided into i's {malleft or Indivifible parts, and

bout the Na ure of a Fisse Ob) Cin thar thews, 
that a Leffler body, it Indivilib e Points be admitced, 
may have an Equal Finite nunber of Equa! Pats 
witha Greater, which is a Paipab'e Ablurdity and 
Self-evidentiy Faife. Wheieas cne Drfficuty ap- 
pearing in the Argunen:, as manap’d on tae other 
Side, ariles from the Unfachomatle nace of Infie 
niiy. Bar we thal tae formerhing further to the 
Quer. ft’storeiaid Objection, Ana here we thall ob- 
ferve, 

t. Thar the Divifion of a Leffer Body will keep 
pace with the Divifion of a Greater even co Inf 
ty. Buc then the Parts, inco which the Leficr 
Body will be Continualiy Dividing, will be Lets 
than rhole of the Greater Body in Proportion tu tac 
Tnequaliey of the Bodies, And yet, 

2 i: mouft be acknowledgd. that not only the 
whole Wor.d% bur ever two Grates cf Sand Con- 
tain Twice as many parts as one. Anu therefore 
we deny the Cenclufion drawn by the (QQueritt irom 
the Infiarve Divitabilicy of Mauer, namely, that a 
Grain of Sand muft co tain asmany Parts as the 
whole World, Bue then the (ueriit will reply 
(for this is the reafon of hisCongiufion ) that fince 
a Grain of Sand apon che forefaid Puftion mult 
contain an Infinice Number of parts (the Expretti- 
on mutt nor be taken Scridti,, fiance a'l Number 
is Finite ) can any thing exceed Infinity > But how- 
ever it may fezema Paradox,that one Infinite fhou'd 
be Larger than another, it is not more Strange 
than True, as Evident from the Doctrin of Infini- 
ries 3a Ductein Now as Generally Receiv'd by the 
belt Mathematicians as it was once Expioded. And 
ot this feewning Paraiux we fhail give an Uadeni- 
abie Initanze. A Line Infinitely Extended mutt 
Neceffarily contain an Infinite number of Feet, and 
coneqventiy twelve times as many Inches. Whence 
proceucs one Infiaue number twelve umes Larger 
than anorhe:, 

As for Mathematical Points, which are Defin’d 
Indwifib ee, They, who Maintain the Infinte Di- 
vilibility of Matter, ave oblig’d by their own Tener 
co rejet th m. Bat fuppofiag a Point, tho’ not a 
Matiematical one, of tuch a Determinate degree 
of Sina! neis 4s co be Equivalent tw» an Unite in D.f- 
cree: M@@Br, yet (uch a Sappofiutoa i. no ways De. 
ftruct.ve of our Hypothefis, fince an Unite it fe:t 
is not only Divifible into Fractions, which are the 
Parts of an Unne, bur alfo Infinire:y Div iftble in- 
afmuch as noNumber of Fraétions can be proposd, 
to which no Addition can be made. And thus the 
Comparifon made ule of by the Querift, rather E- 
ftablithes than Overchrows the Infinite Divitibilicy 
of Mater.
